1 . In response to applicant's amendment filed 1/27/2004, claim 33 was amended 
and claims 48-50 added. Claims 33-41 and 46-50 are pending and allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art do not teach or fairly suggest a laser module comprising a monitor photodiode 
disposed to a side of the coupling region substantially out of the first path to couple light 
from at least one of the fiber and the front facet of the laser diode.
